4. I am familiar with the contributions of each of the named coinventors 
to the matter disclosed in U.S. Pat. No. 6,463,327 , on which I am named as a coinventor 
together with Todd M. Zielinski, Wolfgang Voelckel, Robert Patterson, Nemer Samniah, 
Scott McKnite, and Karl Lindner. 

5. I make no determination or admission that any specific limitation of the 
claims pending in U.S. Pat.

coupling a valve system to the patient's airway, wherein the valve system 
is configured to prevent or impede respiratory gases from flowing into the lungs until a 
magnitude of a threshold negative intrathoracic pressure in the range from about 0 cm 
H2O to about 40 cm H2O is exceeded; 

introducing a drug into the patient; and 
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lowering the intrathoracic pressure using the valve system to cause blood 
to flow into the thorax and thereby increasing vital organ perfiision to enhance the 
circulation of the drug,
